Colored Men Lynched and 
Bodies Burned by In- 
furiated Citizens. 


SIX THOUSAND SEE 
MOB AT VENGEANCE 


Kentucky 
City 
Officials 
Seem Powerless in Face 
of Uprising. 


Paducah, Ky., Oct. IG.-^Two nagrocs 
were Ij-nched by a mob liere today -and 
their bodies burned. 
One was charged 
with attacking a white woman and the 
other was accused of voicing approval 
of his action. 


One was taken from the county jail 
and the other was seized on the streets«. 
Followed by a crowd estimated at 6,000 
persons, a lar^ie part of them in automo- 
biles, the negroes were taken to the 
home of the woman, about two miles 
away. 
While one of them was present- 
ed to her for identification, the other 
was taken to a tree, a rope thrown over 
a limb, his neck encircled !n a noose 
and an automobile liitched to the other 
end. 
As soon as the other negro had 
been identified as the assailant of the 
•woman he ,was led to the same tree and 
the process repeated. 


After assuring tliemselves that both 
negroes were dead, the members of the 
mob lowere<l the bodies and placed them 
on a blazing pile of brush. 
The bodies 
were charred hovond recocnition. 


Mob Forms at Jail. 


The mob formed at the jail and de- 
manded ])ossession of a nrgro charged 
•with an attack upon ISlrs. George Rose, 
wife of an Illinois Central shop man, at 
her home on the outskirts of the city 
Friday. 
Police re.serves were chilled and 
city and county officials united in plead- 
ing with the mob to disperse. 


The city Avas in an uproar but police 
reports were that the mob had refused 
to listen to the pleadings of the officers

Portland, Ore., Oct. 16.—Because she 
tried to heckle the speakers at a mass 
meeting of the women of the Hughes 
special train Dr. Marie Equi, a local 
-uiTragist and Wilson 
su'piwrter, 
was 
irrested here Saturday afternoon. 


"You will have to stay in jail until 
:,he Hughes special leaves town," Police 
Capt. Moore told her. 


Influential friends came to Ur. Eqni'j 
aid, however, secured her release on 
$100 bail, and half an hour later she was 
back at the Eleventh 
Street theater, 
standing on the curb and cheering for 
Wilson. 


Tile Hughes women had 
the 
mos': 
strenuous day of their 
entire 
swin;,' 
around the circle. 
From the time they 
left their train in the morning until 
they departed at 5:30 in the afternoon 
they met organized opposition at everj 
tuni. 
Three of their scheduled meetingt. 
were called off. 
Others were held de- 
spite the riotous demonstrations of Wil- 
son women. 


Cordons of policemen guarded the vis- 
iting campaigners wherever they went. 


At tlie massmeeting in the Eleventh 
Street theater forty policemen after half 
an hour's effort managed to get some 
semblance of order. Automobiles loaded 
with Wilson women, who waved huge 
banners and threw out democratic lit- 
erature, were kept well away from the 
theater. 


Dr. Equi, however, boldly entered the 
theater. 
There the Hughes women were 
taking

speeches.

yelled the intruder from the back of 
the house 


Some more words followed, and the.) 
three policemen seized her.

mile past the crossing before it could be 
stopped, but firemen at a suburban sta- 
tion near by saw the accident and went 
to the scene in time to drag the dead 
and the injured man from the wreckage.

2-Acre Plot in France 


Hastings, Neb., Oct. 16.—Charles E. 
Hughes today told a crowd of farmers 
here that the democratic organization 
had ignored the agricultural iutei'ests of 
the country in urging the enactment of 
the Adamson law. The nominee, in sup- 
port of his contention, cited a telegram 
from President H. N. Hope, of the Texas 
Farmers' union to President Wilson re- 
questing that the farmers be permitted 
to submit data in aribtration proceed- 
ings between 
the 
railroads 
and the 
brotherhoods. 
:Mr. Hughes also referred 
to "invisible government." 


"Let me say this," the nominee said. 
"Those who are declaiming to the Amer- 
ican public 
invisible 
government had 
better remember that when T was in ex- 
ecutive responsibility in the state of 
New ^'ork there was no invisible govern- 
ment in that state."' 


"I want to 6ay in reference to rates 
that it seems to me the farmers of the 
cotintry were very little cx>nsidered the 
other day when on the demand of the 
administration the wages of a group of 
railroad workers were increased by laAv, 
in response to force. Somebody has got 
to pay the increased bills and the farm- 
ers will know very quickly who has to 
pay tliem. 


"The farmers were not represented 
in this discussion if you may call it 
that—in this surrender. I have here a 
copy of a telegram that was sent to 
the president by Mr. Hope, the presi- 
dent of

British Front in France, Sunday, Oct. 
15._(Via London, Oct. 16, 2:34 a. m.) — 
In completing the capture of Schwaben 
redoubt, on the ridge above Thiepval, 
the Britteh took a prisoner for every 
yard of front, or 280 for a front of less 
than 300 yards, not 
to 
mention 
the 
number killed by the artillery prepara- 
tion and in hand to hand fighting be- 
fore the survivors surrendered. 


The Germans manning the trench and 
those in the reserve dugouts could hard 
ly have been crowded into one line back 
of the parapet. 
This gives an idea of 
the importance the Germans attached to 
that last bit of high ground along their 
old trench line south of the Ancre, on 
the Thiepval ridge, which their desper- 
ate resistance characterized as the mo.st 
precious two-acre plot in all France. 


After the British got the first half 
of the redoubt the Germans made re- 
peated counter-attacks to recover pos- 
seseion of it, afid for the last week 
there had been no cessation of the fight- 
ing. 
Now the British look down all 
«.long the valley to Grandecourt and it 
Is impossible, apparently, for the Ger- 
taans to maintain batteries in that area. 
Between tbc new British positions and 


the river along the old front line forti- 
fication German 
infantry, commanded 
by British guns from two sides, still 
stick to their maze of trenches, goinj: 
and coming like woodchuiks through 
their underground galleries. 
A Qerniar 
prisoner reports that in this neighbor- 
hood there is a record size dugout capa- 
ble of holding 2,500 men. 


The big garrisons w-hich the Germans 
maintain for the most part 
keep to 
their dugout, rushing out when there 
is any recess in the shell fire to try to 
repair the damage done. 
They are ob- 
served eventually and the British guns 
let loose on them. 
Finally when noth- 
ing but wreckage of trenches remains 
and only the dugouts are intact, British 
infantry charges to gain another section 
of ground. 


In taking the remaining uncaptured 
portion of Stuff redoubt, in the same re- 
gion, the British took 100 prisoners with 
a loss of thirty-five mon. 


Along tho center of tho battle line the 
British have made some attacks in the 
last week, though not in great strength. 
They succeeded in some place.s and failed 
in others against tfve heavy German re- 
sistance. On the whole, it was the qui- 
etesiit week since the i^ginning of the 
srand offensiv*. 


WIISUNVEIIED 
AHANBÜRÖlELr 


Indianapolis, Ind., Oct. 16,—A tablet 
erected in commemoration of the his- 
toric occasion when President Martin 
VanBuren was upset in the mud at 
the "VanBuren elm" while riding in 
a stage coach at Plainfield, Ind., was 
unveiled Saturday afternoon by a com- 
mittee from the Caroline Scott Har- 
rison cliapter of the D. A. R. Tho tab- 
let is to be one of a series of markers 
to show the course of the National Old 
Trails road from Terre Haute to Rich- 
mond. 
Tho other markers will not be 
so elaborate, being merely steel signs 
lettered in red, white and blue and 
affixed to posts. 


It was regarded as especially 
fitting 
that the tablet should be set at the 
place where, in 1842, the 
first 
real 
movement in favor of good roads was 
begun. 
History has it that President 
VanBuren was thus unceremoniously 
dumped off in the mud because it was 
decided that the roads of the country 
could not bo improved without 
finan- 
cial assistance from the government, 
and the matter was called to his at- 
tention in this way.

Teutonic 
pressure 
against 
tho 
Rumanians all along the Transyl- 
vania frontier continued unabated, 
according to the latest official re- 
ports, and at one point at least King 
Ferdinand's forces have been driven 
back well within their own territory. 
This crucial point for the Rumani- 
ahs lies southwest of Kronstadt in 
the southern reaches of the Torsbur- 
ger pass, where they are making a 
determined stand at Rucaru, some 
seven miles south 
of 
the border. 
The Teutonic thrust here is aimed 
in the direction of Bucharest, which 
lies seventy-five miles across the 
Rumanian plain from its edge at 
Canpulung, ten miles southwest of 
Rucaru. 


On the Somme front in northern 
France the entente forces are keep- 
ing up their unrelenting drive. The 
French 
last 
night 
after 
having 
checked German counter attacks on 
the positions won Saturday in their 
"pocketing" attempts around Chaul- 
nes south of the Somme, resumed 
the offensivo *^iiorth of 
the river. 
According 
to 
Paris 
today 
they 
succeded in penetrating German po- 
sitions at Sailly-Sailiiset, 
pushing 
up to the edge of the Bapaume road. 
Renewed fighting brought on by a 
German counter attack was in pro- 
gress when the official report was 
issued. 


The British recently have been 
advancing in the vicinity of the 
Stuff redoubt and the Schwaben re- 
doubt 
in

Thiepval region on 
their northerly flank. 
Last night 
the Germans made a strong attack 
on the new British positions near 
the Schwaben fortifications.

The complete reg- 
istration figures now available show a 
gain of 33,424 over the registration for 
the last 
presidential election 
in 1P12. 
Politicians have prophesied that a total 
of 750,000 to 800,000 would be attained. 


One reason given for the failure to 
reach these figures is the return to Eu- 
rope of many men of foreign birth.

EYES TURN TO RUMANIA. 


GERMANS MEET REPULSE. 


English Press Sees Importance in Oper- 
ations There. 


London, Oct. 
IG.—The situation 
on 
the Rumanian frontier occupies tii'' lead- 
ing places in the newspapers this morn- 
ing. 
Rumania, according to the latest 
oilicial statement, has Jbeen forced six or 
seven miles at one time into their own 
country. 
They are making a stand at 
Rucaru, which is a small town toward 
the southern end of the Torsberger jiass. 
At Rucaru the Austro-Germans .ire mcII 
below the highest pass. 
South of this 
town the road runs ten miles through a 
rolling country to Canipulung, which is 
practically on the edge of the Rumanian 
plain and sevent3'-tive miles from Bu- 
charest. 
The Times notes: 
"The en- 
emy has advanced into Rumania thrcHigh 
the Torsberger pass and the Rumanians 
are fighting on their own soil at liucaru. 
Apparently the.t have tempoiarily lost 
]iossession of all the southern approach- 
es. 
Further north the enemy penetrated 
to the crest of Citoz ])as3, but were then 
driven back. 
The other pass«*- the en- 
emy is making no progress, but until 
efiVetive help rearhes the liumanian sec- 
ond army we must expect varying for- 
tunes ill this district.

In the present campaign, as in others before it, republican speak- 
ers and republican organs have pounded steadily away in the effort 
to make it appear that the only real friend of business in this country 
is the republican party. We are warned with frightful impressiveness 
that business can come into its own and the country can prosper only 
under the ministrations of the republican party. There are hints that 
democracy, from President Wilson down to the last man in the ranks, 
is, in effect, simply lying in wait to give business a wallop over the 
head at every opportunity, and that, consequently^, it is the duty of 
every man vrho wants to see the country prosper or who desires to ac- 
cumulate a dollar on his own account, to vote against the president. 
In this connection it is botli interesting and valuable to get the vieAv of 
a, broad-minded and level-headed representative of manifestly large 
interests—Mr. F. D. Underwflod, president of tJie Erie railroad.

"How about \\"ilson and business?" he was asked. "Is it true that you in com- 
mon with other men in control of large interests in the United States, feel that 
those interests have been oppressed by the present administration, and tliat its de- 
feat and the sucress ot" the republican party is the one chauce for prosperity to get 
solidly on its feet'."''

The passage of tlic child's labor act was a humane, intelligent thing.

We think I\Ir. Underwood's view must also be the inevitable con- 
clusion of any other who will thoughtfully and impartially review the 
record and the attitude of the Wilson administralion regarding busi- 
ness. The effort from the outset lias been to help and not to hinder— 
to correct manifest abuses that had grown up, and then to give aid in 
the largest measure to the development of sound, thrifty, commercial 
and industrial progress. The record is before you, cited by Mr. Un- 
derwood, directing chief of one of the big railway systems of the coun- 
try. The Wilson admiiiistration has been, is, and will continue to be, 
the friend of business. 


To those who still believe the sending of the guardsmen to the

Hughes, he apparently confidently expects 
Mr. Hughes to do it if convenient occasion arises. Mr. Hughes may be, 
as he says, " a man of peace," but in taking counsel of Colonel Roose- 
velt, Mr. Edmunds and others of similar views, he is linked up with 
an admittedly pugnacious bunch that is willing to go somewhat out of 
its way in hunting trouble.

Shortage, Say DealerSi Due 
to War and Freight 
Cpngestion. 


Chicago, 111., Oct. 14.—A nation-wide 
coal shortage and general boost in prices 
is predicted by big coal dealers here in 
the-center of the country! 


Although coal production this year 
has been greater than in any other year, 
dealers have been swamped by orders 
they cannot fill. 


Reasons for this situation,- according 
to the big coal merchants, are: The war, 
freight congestion and the labor situa- 
tion. 


Before 
the 
war England exported 
»76,000,000 tons of coal a year, Ger- 
many, 40,000,000, 
and 
the 
United 
States 18,000,000. 
Last year England 
exported only 
45,000,000 
tons, the 
United States 20,000,000, and Germany 
none. 


Demands for the exportation of coal 
from tiiis coimtry, therefore, have been 
coming in from the nations formerly 
supplied by Europe. 
Sotith America, es- 
pecially, has felt this shortage of nearly 
70,000.000 tons. 
4 


The freight item has raised the price 
of bituminous coal exported from this 
country to Mediterranean ports, to be- 
tween $30 and $80. 
Prices in this 
country have been raised accordingly, 
to equal these 
high 
rates, 
less 
the 
freightage. 


Increased 
mantifactiu-ing—especially 
in mimitions—has brought a demand on 
the coal merchants with which they find 
it impossible to compl3^ 


The increase 
in 
manufactures has 
caused tremendous 
freight 
congestion 
throughout the country, and 
coupled 
•with increased crop and stock move- 
ments, this has meant a car shortage 
which is causing trouble to the coal 
producers. 


Although coal transportation is most 
profitable to railroads, because coal is 
sent in carload lots, they have been un- 
able to supply the cars ordered by the 
coal dealers. 


A large surplus stock of coal was on 
hand at the beginning of the year, but 
the inability to transport it quickly 
enough caused the producers to decrease 
their productive supply. 


The result is that now the supply 
is less than the demand. 


Labor trouble, lately, has been an- 
other cause of the shortage in tho coal 
s"PP'y> according to producers. 
Mine 
owners are complaining that the higher 
Avages they are paying their men have 
not had the effect of getting more work 
out of thenf.

British Front in France, Sunday, Oct. 


15.—(Via London, Oct. 16, 2:34 a. m.)— 
Tn completing the capture of Schwaben 
redoubt, on thc ridge above Thiepval, 
the British took a prisoner for every 
yard of front, or 280 for a front of less 
than 300 yards, not to mention Oil 
number killed by the artillery prepara- 
tion and in hand to hand fighting be- 
fore tho survivors surrendered. 


The Germans manning thc trench and 


those in tho reserve dugouts could hard, 
ly have been crowded into one line back 
o"f the parapet. This gives an idea ol 
the importance the Germans attached to 
that last bit of high ground along their 
old trench line south of thc Ancrc, o'. 
the Thiepval ridge, which their desper 
ate resistance characterized as the mos! 
precious two-acre plot in all France.

of thc redoubt the Germans made re.

History has it that President 
VanBurcii was thus unceremoniously 
dumped off in the mud because it was 
decided that thc roads of the country 
could not be improved without finan- 
cial assistance from the government, 
and thc matter was called to his at- 
tention in this way.
